Bon voyage to nearly 1,000 guest* who 
have been enjoying the hospitality of this 
country, generally agalast their will and 
ourt too, for m any months.

They are mainly 
diplomat* and other foreign officials who 
have represented their countries in the 
United States and I.atin-America, and with 
whose governments this country is now at 
war, actually or tec hnically.

Yet their ideals and love of freedom 
are alike, and both sides know they have to 
get along together. In all the British opera­ 
tions in France, by the Commandos and the 
R A F., the French have welcomed the in­ 
vaders and cooperated with them and en­ 
dured the military bombing of their cities 
like good sportsmen. There can he no doubt 
of their fighting side by side against the com­ 
mon foe when the big show’-down Come*.

THF: BOTTOM RAIL 
“Bottom m il’s on top now.” 
So some 
newly-freed slaves called out during recon­ 
struction days in the South, that unhappy 
period when a combination of the ignorant 
and corrupt devastated the states below 
Mason and Dixon’s Line. 
.Some day in tho conquered European 
countries the bottom rail will get on top. 
Their provocation is far greater than even 
that of the Negroes in the old South. Slavery 
meant many unhappy things for the Negro, 
hut not country-wide cruelty and starvation, 
like the slavery imposed by the Nazis. Let 
them beware of the time when the ruled be­ 
come the rulers. 


REBUILDING THE WORLD 
The trouble with the United Nations so 
far is that there are three or four places for 
every’ fighting man and weapon to fill. Tile 
world is on fire and the conflagration has a 
big start. Even yet. the destroyers are busy 
lighting additional fires. 
Naturally Uncle Sam, as fire chief for the 
world, has his hands full and will continue 
so for some time to come. In the very 
process of fire-fighting on such a cosmic 
scale, often new fires have to lie started, 
comparable to those which our plainsmen 
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During th# last war among soldier* and civilians 
there were many cases where the patients suffered 
with palna hack of neck.

In Archives of Physical Therapy, Dr. K G Han­ 
son states that this group of symptoms called cer- 
vico-brachial syndrome (name of the nerves in­ 
volved* may bi* due to: t il high first ribs which do 
not give the muscle and nerve room between the 
bones of the shoulder. (2> extra rib or a rib or spur 
on the neck spinal bone where there should be no 
rib or spur, (3i pressure on the muscle running from 
first rib to spinal bones in neck, »4< poor posture, 
standing or sitting which makes a pull on the bones 
I where this muscle is fastened at back of neck. 
It is 
this pull that causes the pain in practically all cases 
because the jiatient lets himself sag. 
The irritation, pull, and pressure on the nerves 
of the neck and shoulder explain all the symptoms 
i — pain in neck. shoulder and down to the hand, ten­ 
derness over shoulder, neck and upper arm. 
The treatment, naturally, would lie to remove 
this pressure nnd this is obtained by re^t and sup­ 
port during the acute or severe stage Then exer­ 
cises are gixcn to hold the shoulder high—arms in 
line and above the shoulders, rolling of shoulders 
arms at full length in line with shoulders; standing 
and sitting erect, shoulders high and back, chest 
out, chin in. 
Heat is applied before and after exer­ 
cise. This will help 85 lier cent of the cases. 
For 
the remaining 15 j»er cent of cases, surgery is re­ 
quired. 
This consists of cutting away a portion of 
the muscle causing pressure or removal of a spur.
